WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


| 


Since the last report of the Water. Commissioners there 
have been no extensions of the mains. But within the year 
two new service pipes have been added and there has been a 
slight increase in the number of water takers. As the lease of 
the shoe shop to Chase, Chamberlain & Co. and the contract 
for pumping the water under the five-year contract, between 
the town and the above firm, would have expired June I, 1904, 
it was thought best, as a matter of protection to the mutual in- 
terests of the town and the firm, to arrange for an extension of 
the contract for a period subsequent to the expiration of the 
same. Accordingly, negotiations were entered into by which a 
new contract was made with the above tirm to pump the water 
and continue its business of manufacturing shoes in Raymond 
for a period of five years, from June 1, 1904, that being the 
same. period that the town, at its annual meeting in March, 
voted to grant the firm exemption from taxation. The price 
for the pumping under the new contract is the same as under 
the previous contract. | | 

- An agreement was entered into at the same time whereby 
quite a number of necessary improvements were made during 
the last year. The sanitary conditions at the factory have been 
bad for quite a period, so much so, that we deemed necessary 
and have had put into the factory five new flush water closets 
and connected them with the water system. These are re- 
ported to be working with complete satisfaction. A new heater 
for heating the water before it is pumped into the boiler and an 
injector for forcing water into the boiler have been added ; three 
lines of piping on north side of cutting room, four lines of piping 
on north side of finishing room have been installed and a Bundy 
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steam trap added to take care of the steam from the above lines 
of piping. The cold weather of the present winter has given 
this system a severe test, but it has been found adequate to do 
the heating in the coldest weather. The window sashes were 
gone over and put in good repair. This with some minor repairs 
to the engine and main belt cover the changes that have taken 
place during the year. The present winter with its unprece- 
dented cold weather has given the system its most severe test 
to withstand the frost. 

But compared with results in the cities and larger towns, 
where similar systems are in use, we have a very favorable 
showing.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We beg to submit the following report : 

During the past year there has been seven schools main- 
tained. ge ee 
Owing to a limited amount of money, as a matter of econ- 
omy, we have discontinued the Prescott Law and Branch schools, 
and have paid for the transportation of the pupils in these dis- 
tricts to other schools, thereby saving the town over $200. 
This you can see from the following account. 

At our last annual Town Meeting it was the voice of those 
present that twenty-two weeks of school was sufficient for our 
town, and money was raised accordingly. By curtailing the 
town’s appropriation for schools we have lost the state appro- 
priation of about $250, which we have had for the past few 
years. It is earnestly hoped that the appropriation be not so 
meagre at our next meeting. 

_A term of High school is being held at the present time. 
To those pupils living at a distance of 1 1-4 miles from the Town 
House a fee of 4 cents per mile is allowed each day, as an equiv- 
alent for transportation. This applies to those residing outside 
the district only. 

In compliance with the law enacted at our last Legislature, 
we have purchased flags and flagstaffs for each school fn need of 
same. 

In way of repairs we have had the Gile, Gove and Free- 
town school houses painted, and the Gile school house plastered. 
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The Town water system has been installed in the grammar 
school room. 
These are the principal items of repairs for the past year. 
The same arrangement has been carried on with the Candia 
School Board as in the past, in reference to the Patten Hill and 
East Candia schools.

BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT. 


We, the undersigned, members of the Board of Health of 
the Town of Raymond, submit the following report : 

There has been but little work for us during the past year. 
Several nuisances have been reported which were promptly 
abated. We have had no cases of contagious diseases in town 
during the past year, except two cases of Varicella and three 
cases of rasela. | 

One case of typhoid fever was reported, the source of which 
could not be traced. 

Our sanitary conditions are still excellent and we have en- 
deavored to keep them so by attending to the various places in 
which refuse has been thrown. ‘ 

Having no chance for sewerage it is somewhat of a difficult 
matter to keep the sanitary conditions good, but so far we have 
succeeded admirably in so doing. 

We would advise the cleaning out of the standpipe as often 
as once a year, and the placing of filters in the supply faucets 
throughout the town.
